TEUTONS FORCED BACK IN LENS 


Mist Hides Approach of Enemy to Canadians Who Engage 


in Fierce Hand to tiand Fighting With Free Use of 
Bayonet and Bombs, Driving Germans Far Back In- 
to Trenches; French Troops North of Verdun Keep Up 
Vigorous Attack; Italians Cracking Austrian Line.

London. England, August 21. — Two thousand yards of German 


positions w est and northwest of Lens have been captured by the Can- 
adian forces in a drive staited late today, says the British official 
communication. Heavy righting is still going on in the region of the 
coal city, with the Canadians having the upper hand. Three counter 
attacks by the Germans were repulsed. 


Paris. France, August 21. — The battle of Verdun has not yet 


ceased and on the left bank of the Meuse the French troops have cap- 
tured several important points, including the village of Kegneville. 
Oa the right bank the French ha\ e occupied Samogneux and carried 
a system of fortified trenches which linked up this place with hill 344.

says that all German counter attacks have been repulsed!

The machine can in a working1 day do the work of a thousand men. Similar machines are in use by the 


French army excavating trenches behind the French lines.

Next Step Will Be the Fixing of Prices For Mid. 


dlemen and Retailers; Prices Based On 


Long Investigation ^ 


Washington. D. C.. Aug. 21. — Bi- 


tuminous coal prices were fixed by 
President Wilson tonight for every 
mine in the United States. 
The next 


step in coal control, a White House 
announcement said, will be to fix the 
prices to be charged 
l>.. middlemen 


and letailers. 


Prices were set on cost of produc- 


tion estimates lurmshed by the fed-1 
eral tiade comnnssion after months 
of exhaustive investigation. The ccun- i 
try is dmcled into ^9 districts, and ( 
e\er\ producer in. a. district, will mar- i 
ket his goods at the same price. 


The President named no committee 


to carry out the order, but a commis- 
sion is soon to be appointed. 
Rumor 


tonight 
named 
James H. Garfield, 


president of Williams college, as the 
man. 
Mr. Garfield is now head of 


the wheat control board, but will be 
released from that wcvrfcr with the end 
of harvest in September. 


Prices Average About $2. 


The prices named for run of mine 


coal in the large producing districts 
average slightly more than $2. 
In a, 


few districts they are below that fig- 
ure, and in the western states they 
are higher. 


The President irstatement issued to- 


night contained the following as to 
the plans formulated: 


"The following scale 
of 
prices is 


prescribed for bituminous coal at the 
mine in the several -coal producing 
districts. 
It is provisional, only. 
It 


is subject to reconsidetaUon when the 
whole method of administering the 
fuel supplies of the 
country 
shall 


have been satisfactorily organized and 
put into practice. 


"The prices proiisionally arrived at 


are fixed by me under the provisions 
of the recent act of congress regard- 
ing administering the food supply of 
the country which also conferred upon 
the e>ecutive control of the fuel sup- 
ply. 
They are based upon the actual 


costs of production and are deemed 
to be not only fair and just but liberal 
as well 
Under them the industry 


should nowhere lack stimulation."

CLEAN ICE BOXES 


How to Care For Foods In the 


Refrigerator. 


OONT

PTOMAINES. 


Points About th* Nlc«ty of Sanitary 


Compartment* and th* Least Car* 
You Can Civ* the Matter Without 
Brooding Corma During Hot Weather. 


First remove al! food from the food 


compartment and •with strong, hot 
soapsuds, In which there Is a generous 
handful of salsoda, notwithstanding 
its effect upon the hands, -wash the 
compartment In every corner. Rinse 
out with hot water and then scald j 
thoroughly with water from a boiling 
teakettle. 


Wipe dry with a perfectly clean 


towel and wash and scald the doors 
and the ledges and shelves, which have 
been removed. Set the shelves in a j 
current of air and leave the door of I 
the compartment open so that it may 
cool. Then wrap the ice in a paper ice 
blanket and set In the food compart- 
ment and treat the ice compartment 
In the same manner. When all the wa- 
ter has run down the drain remove 
the drainpipe and scald it again and 
ngain with boiling soda and water. 
Noxious gases form in the drainpipe, 
and these literally poison any food 
with which they come In contact 


Cool the drainpipe and replace and 


when the Ice compartment has cooled 
set back the ice and close the doors, 
being very careful always to latch 
them, else a large proportion of the 
efficiency of the refrigerator is lost. 


It is a good plan to go over the out- 


side of the chest or refrigerator with 
au oiled cloth if It Is a wood finish or 
with soap and water and metal polish 
If It is enamel metal trimmed. This 
will prolong the life of this piece of 
furniture. 
Its preservation is impor 


tant, for in case of moving it is often 
most convenient to dispose of such 
articles, sad If they are in perfect con- 
dition they will bring more. 


In storing away food care should a! 


ways be taken to see that no drops 
and overflow are allowed to remain 
around the rims of bowls and plates. 
A container which is shaped for but- 
ter Is in the end most economical, foi 
then odd bits may be put away and 
the container need only be washed 
when a fresh supply is laid in. 


Wash anil sort all salad materials 


as Boon as they enter the house, put 
them In clean white bags and shako to 
disloiige the water drops. These bugs 
may be laid against the ice, and ihr 
melting caused is more than balanced 
by tho crisp condition in which they 
appear on the table. 


Never set a vessel directly on the 


cake of Ice. If instant cooling is im- 
perative chip off a bit of ice. crush and 
set tho vessel In It. 


Never leave the door* of the refrig- 


erator open an instant longer than is 
necessary. 


The effort of keeping a new refrig- 


erator clean is a real pleasure, but 
where an old ice chest Is concerned 
tho worlc should be reduced by giving 
the entire box a coating of paint or 
two if tieed be. Aluminum paint docs 
excellent service for the Insldo and 
stops up cracks and holes. This paint 
Is also said to be sanitary. Where 
there are old wooden racks and shelve:; 
a scouring with sand, snl soda and 
soap ^;ii rc:'.t'.cr them germless.

SHUN WATER HEMLOCK. 


ft Is a Deadly Plant and One Not Gen- 


erally Recognized. 


Many deaths, both of human beings 


nnd domestic animals, are caused 
every year by cicuta, or water hem- 
lock, a poisonous plant. It is the most 
violently poisonous of temper? te re- 
t'loa plants, yet it is not generally rec- 
ognized. 
Learn to know It and look 


out for it. A warning has been issued 
by the specialists of the United States 
department of agriculture iu the form 
of a circular from the bureau of animal 
industry, "f'ictifn fwater hemlock) as 
n Poisonous Plant.'' -which describes 
this plaut and gives remedies, thouga 
cases among domestic animals must 
be considered as practically hopeless 
so fur as treatment is coacerucd. 


0'lc.Qtu is widely distributed. l"ufor- 


tunately it resembles a number n' 
harmless plnuts and is not easily rec- 
ognizable. It belongs to the same fata- 
lly as carrots and parsnips. It has a 
number of popular names, of which 
the most common Is "cowbanc," or 
"water hemlock." Tlie plant grows i:i 
wet places and Is especially common 
in some parts of the west alone irri- 
gatin.c ditches. 
It has a thickened 


root stock, with roots which sometimes 
take the form of a group of tubers. 
The cicutn is most readily distinguish- 
ed from plants of similar appearance 
growing under the same conditions by 
the transverse chambers in the root 
stock. These can be seen by making 
a longitudinal section. 


Only tho root of cieutn is poisonous. 


Cases of poisouinp are more frequent 
in the spring, partly because the roots 
arc more likely to be noticed at that 
time mid partly because they appear 
to be more poisonous the-n than later 
in the season. 
In cases of the poison- 


ing of human beings the recognized 
treatment is to give an efficient emetic, 
followed by a cathartic. 
Some form 


of opium may be given to control the 
convulsions when they arc violent. If 
free vomiting is promptly produced 
the patient Is likely to recover. 


Perhaps there is sio way to prevent 


some cases of poisoning of children. 
Something r,;!ght 
be accomplished, 


however, 
if 
parents 
and 
teachers 


would iitteuipt. to make clear to chil- 
dren the danger of eating strange 
roots.
